SERIOUS REPORT 

PROM COLOMBIA 



Latest News Seems to Point to 
Heavy Fighting in Near 
Future. 



Kingston, Jamaica, Sept. 23.— The 
British steamer lAiitilinn, which has just 
reached here from Colon, Colomhia, 
brings a report that the situation ou tho 
thtmis was extremely critical when 
she left there last Sunday. The rebels 
at that time were reported to be mass- 
ed near the railroad, betweou Colon and 
Panama, and the government was send 
troops from Panama to Agua Dulce, 
to cut off the rebels' retreat, should they 
he (beaten on tho Isthmus. The main 
rebel army, under Gen. Herrera, was 
reported Saturday and Sunday to he 
within seven miles of Colon. Olllcers 
of the Antilian said the business at Co- 
lon had been suspended and that the 
privations there were very great. The 
rernmcnt soldiers at Colon are main- 
youths and are apparently unable to 
stand the hardships of a campaign. The 
decree preventing Liberals from appear- 
ing on tho streets is 'being strictly en- 
forced at Colon. Enormous prices nre 
being charged for food stuffs, accordin 
to reports brought by the Antilian, and 
a number of prominent people in Tan 
ania have been imprisoned because they 
sympathized with the rebel movement.

The President 
is entirely well otherwise and has con-

Richardson, of Washington, D. G., be- 
ing nlso one of the number. In tho opin- 
ion of tho doctors, tho trouble necessi- 
tated an operation. 

\s after the operation the President 
will require rest, pbssiWy for at least 
ten days or two weeks, it has 'been ne- 
cessary to cancel the remaining engage- 
ments of his trip, and ho will go direct- 
ly from Indianapolis to Washington 
this evening. The physicians say that 
the caso is not in any way serious, and 
that there is no danger whatever. This 
statement is made so that no talse ru- 
mors may disturb the people, and that 
they may be authoritatively advised of 
the' exact nature of the case. 

The operation, which was a slight one, 
was over 'by 4:-15 o'clock. Tho Presi- 
dent was not put under the influence of 
ether, and remained iu good spirits 
while it was being performed. After 
the operation the President was placed 
in bed. 

Alter a light meal at 7:30 p. m.j ho 
was conveyed on a stretcher to his train, 
which, had been packed up on a "V" 
near the hospital, and at 10 minutes be- 
fore S o'clock tho train left for Wash- 
ington. The lirst intimation that any- 
thing was wnwg came in the .form of 
rumors to the great crowd, which was 
patiently wailing near the Columbia club 
and the Soldiers and Sailors monument 
for the President to appear.

'London. Sept. 23.— "Nothing that will 
be of any permanent good can result 
from Secretary Hay's note to the pow- 
ers on (Roumania's treatment of Jews, 
unless somebody is willing to crush 
Koumania, and no power seems anxious 
to take on that task." 

The foregoing quotations, the utteran- 
ces of an experienced British official, re- 
presents the real opinion of the British 
Foreign Ollice on tho subject of the ne- 
gotiations between the United States 
and Europe. The Associated Press is 
able to say that 'Great Britain's backing 
up of the United States in tho Rou- 
manian matter has only produced evi- 
dence that the signa tones of the Berlin 
treaty refuse to take other thun merely 
sentimental action towards alloviating 
tho persecution of the Jews, the ex- 
change of views regarding the United 
Slates note solicited by Britain has pro- 
gressed sulllcieutly to convince the For- 
eign Otlico here that nothing material :s 
likely to result. 

Joseph H. Choate, tho United States 
ambassador to Great Britain, has brok- 
en up his holiday in Scotland and return- 
ed to London today. ; Ho is likely to 
spend the next few days in dealing with, 
the Roumanian matter. Tho hopeless- 
ness prevailing by the British Foreign 
Ollice of effecting n change of hoart ou 



gotiations. 

Cologne, Sept. 23.— Tho Koeluischo 
Zeitung, which is frequently inspired ' 
from 'Berlin, refers today to Secretary 
Hay's ltouaumlan note and says: "How- 
ever pitiable .the position of the Jews 
in Roumania may be, individual states 
must ask themselves whether an 1 affair 
which concerns foreign subjects justifies 
them in imposing, their jurisdiction upon 
tho subjects. Great Britain and the 
United States runs.h make it clear how 
they conceive the whole business, is to 
bo managed. Germany, Iby" itself , is in 
no way concerned in the question. Tho 
fact that tho treaty of Berlin was signed 
in Berlin does not impose the obligation 
of defending it upon Germany any more 
than upon the other signatories. It 'fol- 
lows that we by no means l'cel called 
upon to piny the leading role, the more 
so as we are under no illusion as to the 
difficulty of the enterprise. "Itoumania 
would have done better to frame her 
Jewish legislation otherwise than she 
has. Tho measures taken by Itoumania 
are hopeless. When she recognized this 
fact she will perhaps modify her legis- 
lation in so much as it is very much 
to her interest that the Jewish question 
disappear from the order of the day."

IMOROS DBFLVNT. 

Decline to 'Surrender and United States 
Troops Will Attack Them. 

.Manila, Sept. 23— Capt. John G. Per- 
shing, of the 15th Infantry, operating 
against the Moros, in the Island of Min- 
danao, has found the Moro position at 
Mucin, Island of Mindanao, to be 
strong, and has delayed his attack on 
it. He must throw a pontoon bridge, 
across a swamp and possibly receive re- 
inforcements before engaging the enemy. 
The captain made a reconnaissance closfc 
to the Moro position and found a fort 
on an elevation close to the lake shore, 
Hanked by swamps, virtually making the 
promontory an island. The United 
States forces 'built a raft preparatory to 
attacking the 'Moros from the lake, and 
jthen decided to bridge the swamp and 
make an attack from all sides. The 
Sultan of Mucin regards the position as 
impregnable, and has refused to treat 
with -Capt. Pershing. Brig.-Gen. Sam- 
uel Sumner will send the .Moros an ul- 
timatum, demanding jpeace and the re- 
turn of stolen property. If his demands 
are rejected, the place will be assault- 
ed 'Capt Pershing has carefully ex- 
amined the position and its surround- 
ings and is confident of lus ability to 
cant'ure it without serious loss.

OLD BUILDINGS DOOMED. 

Former Ontario Parliament (House to 
Be Pulled Down.

■ Amsterdam, Sept. 23 — Generals 'Botha, 
IDouot and Delarey have issued a mani- 
festo in the shape of an appeal to the 
civilized word. This document relates, 
how, after the terrible struggle in South 
Africa, and the Boers were compelled 
to accept the British terms of peace, 
the generals were commissioned to pro- 
ceed to England and appeal to tho gov- 
ernment to allay the distress which is 
devastating the colonies, and iu the event 
of tho failure of the mission to appeal 
to tiie civilized world for charitable con- 
tributions. 'Continuing the appeal says 
that having failed to induce Great Brit- 
ain to grant further assistance, it only 
remained for them to address themselves 
to people of Europe and 'America.

Capt. England Saw Ship 'Break up 
Which He Lost so Long liefore. 

.One of those strange happenings which 
sometimes come to the lot of the seaman 
befell Capt. England; master of .the 
British bark Thistle, now at 'Hastings 
mills, wdiile in Santa Rosalia last July. 
Twelve years ago Capt. England was 
master of the iron ship Selene when 
she was wrecked in a hurricane ofT the 
Santa dlosalia coast and driven Sa the 
beach, abandoned to her fate by master 
and crew. Year after year the wreck 
lav there facing the furious gales with- 
out (breaking to pieces. On July 23 the 
Thistle was moored at the 'Santa Ko- 
salia breakwater, preparing to sail for 
Tacoma. A hurricane sprang up, swept 
out the breakwater, and, but for good 
seamanship; the Thistle would have been 
wrecked within the very sight of the 
old Selene. 'By quickly letting go the 
anchors, the Thistle was brought up safe, 
doing tlO more damage than knocking 
down :i piece of wharf. When certain 
that "is s^ip was secure, 'Capt. Lnglaud 
8to»a on the poop with the first mate 
looking llt tllc wreck of the iSelene in 
the distance. As they watched her a huge 
wave came smashing into the wreck, 
which bravely faced the blow, then shiv- 
ered and broke apart. It seemed an 
impressive coincidence that the Selene 
■ hail lain on that shore for so many years, 
weathering furious storms and the hard 
knocks of the waves without (breaking 
tn pieces, only to succumb before the, 
eves of the master who bad been forced 
to abandon her to her fate twelve years 
•lrevioiis.

TWIN 'SCREW 'SllirS. 

U S. Admiral Engineer Wonders They 
Are Not the Rule.' 

Rear-Adnxiral George W. .Melville, 
giueer-in-chief of the U. S. navy, is 
quoted in the Marine Review as follows: 
It is surprising that a. single-screw 
steamer is still a paying investment. 
Hundreds of thousands of persons 
travel every year on tho ocean, and it 
would seem as if every one of these pas 
sengers should be an active personal 
forco in discouraging travel by such 
conveyance. Hundreds of instances 
could be cited whero single-screw ships 
have had the misfortune to break their 
shafts, lose their propellers or suffer 
other casualties whiqji have rendered 
them helpless, but which would have 
only delayed the twin-screw steamer 
Tho experience of the Unibria, a sister 
ship to the Etrurin, may be recalled. 
This vessel left Liverpool for New York 
in December. 1802, with 3S0 passengers 
on- hoard. She encountered continuous 
■bad weather for nearly a week, and 
when near the Newfoundland coast her 
propeller shaft broke. She was picked 
up by a passenger Steamer, which at- 
tempted to tow her. The sea was too 
heavy for this undertaking, however, 
and the attempt had to be abandoned. 
Eixun the time of the accident to the 
vessel, ha; .chief engineer realized that 
the Umbria coull only be saved by mak- 
ing a temporary reypair which would en 
able the ship to lie moved by her own 
propelling engines. Through skill, al- 
most 'bordering on genius, and by execu 
live leadership of rare ability, the pro 
poller shaft was repaired so efficiently 
that the vessel was able to resume her 
voyage, and, to the delight of million* 
of people in England anil America, the 
ship reached New York under her own 
steam. The work of Chief Engineer 
Tomliuson of the Umbria was deserving 
of royal recognition. AH sailors can 
tell tragic and yet inspiring tales of the 
sinking of single-screw steamers whose 
loss might have been averted if the ship 
bad been 'fitted with twin-screw en- 
gines.- About seven years ago the Ger- 
man gunboat litis was lost in a typhoon 
off the China coast. The ship was 
■bravely weathering the hurricane until 
she lost her propeller. Although the 
crew and officers realized that the end 
was near, there was no fear in their 
hearts. Huddling together on deck, 
they raised aloft the Jlag of Germany 
to the topmast, and then they tried to 
drown the mad requiem of the tempest 
■by cheering for Kaiser, home and for 
country. Even as the wild waves were 
overpowering tho brave sailors of the 
Fatherland, tho last remnant of the 
heroic hand was seen clasping hands, 
anil were heard singing, even in the 
jaws or death, that greatest of battle 
hymns— Luther's "Ein Eeste Burg." 

"There would bo less going to sea upon 
the part of commercial travelers, tour- 
ists and the general public if they only 
knew of the physical condition of olll- 
and men upon particular occasions.

FOIBEION CAPITAL IX JAPAN. 

Efforts to Be iMnde to Attract Money 
Vor Investment. 

From Engineering. 

Sir William Bisset, who is now in 
Japan making investigations into the 
financial and industrial conditions of the 
country on behalf of British capitalists, 
in an interview with the representative, 
of the Japanese newspapers, is reported 
to have said' that the future of Japan's 
progress is brighter than ever it was be- 
fore, and that her industry and trade 
are destined to attain considerable de- 
velopment even without the help of 
foreign capital. In a country like- 
Japan, however, which is young in re- 
gard to its foreign intercourse, it is un- 
avoidable that the supply of funds should 
be insufficient, and that in consequence 
money should command a high rate of 
interest, the ruling j-ato being 9 to 10 
per cent, at present. It is not wonder- 
ful, therefore, that the public should 
talk of the necessity of introducing 
cheap foreign money. They know that 
in England tho rate is 2 to 3 per cent., I 
and her capitalists are willing to invest I 
their superfluous money in any profitable ! 
enterprise abroad. iBut in so (loins' 
they would not be content with interest: 
below 5 to 7 per cent., according to cir- 
cumstances. Even at such a rate tho 
introduction of foreign canltnl would be 
attended with benefit to Japan, so that 
the establishment of regular connection. 1 
between Japanese manufacturers or, j 
traders and English capitalists with a 
view to mutual advantage would result; I 
Beneficially to both parties. It is under-' 
stood that foreign capitalists are wHK! 
ing to invest, but they are of opinion! 
that there- are difficulties In the way, on 
account of some features in the Japanese

It 
would seem 'as though the enormous ^ history 
masses of low grade pyritic ore for , 
which British 'Columbia is so noted, 
should give rise to a mining industry as 
great as that induced in South AXrka 
by the 'introduction of the cyanide pro- 
cess. On all sides there 'are experi- 
ments, nud ou all sides a feeling of hope 
thai the science of • metallurgy is capa- 
ble of solving the problems connected 
-with our sulphide ores. The Garretson 
furnace will particularly affect one class 
of ore of which there is an enormous 
quantity in this province, namely, mas- 
sivo pyrrhotite, containing little gold and 
less copper. AVo do not pretend <to any 
'metallurgical knowledge, but it appears 
to lis that this furnace will be able to 
utilize the sulphur in such ore as fuel 
as 'well as its iron for the flux of more 
silicious ores, incidentally saving such 
gold and c'orvper values as it contains, 
and thait consequently ore of this char- 
acter of very low grade -will become com 
mercinlly valuable. What this would 
mean to the mining district of Rosslitnd 
alone not even those intimately ac- 
quainted witli thnit district can have the 
remotest conception. Along another line 
of research another series of experi 
meuts has been 'going on, in connection, 
namely, with tlie possibilities of oil con- 
centration. This attacks especially 
different kind of ore. iSome ores are 
low grade dhrough the sparse ituprcgnn 
tion with the precious metals of what is 
itself a massive sulphide, 1 others through 
tho sparse impregnation with metallic 
sulphide, itself of high grade, of silicious 
ganguo matter. For the one class of ore 
the Garretson furnace, for the other 
the Elmoro process, opens tremendous 
possibilities. Both will probably in the 
long run ibe conquered and rendered val- 
uable Iby science. This country owes 
debt, however, to other agencies besides 
■ scientific investigation. Tlie pioneers 
and prospectors and the men who stuck 
by the mine?, through good and through 
bad report, and who developed them, 
should not be forgotten.

ON WALL STiRHBT. 

Now York, Sept. 23.— The stock market 
was subjected to drastic liquidation today, 
and speculators of all classes from the 
smallest to the greatest, threw over their 
holdings with Increasing signs of disorder. 
There were a few pauses In the activity 
of the Belling, but however, the bears com- 
menced to bid stocks hi the fear that they 
were over-exteudinir their short account. It 
proved so easy to get stocks that the of- 
ferings down of prieeij was constantly re- 
newed, with a constant uncovering of fresh 
loss orders, which tumbled stocks upon the 
market in heavy volume. The closing was 
furiously active, and with prices still pur- 
suing a rapidly downward ceut-je The. 
growing difficulty of borrowing money to 
carry speculative holdings of stocks on 
margin was the root of the trouble. 

Yesterday's moderate calling of loans by 
the bank instead of rellevlnc the trouble 
seemed to aggravate It. The disturbance 
of the money market was due in some part 
to the forces of relief, which were through 
new and unaccustomed channels. The sen- 
timent in the street -wilts decidedly upset 
by the conviction that no relief Is Immedi- 
ately available to the stringent coditions 
of the supply of money.

XKW BBTJNiSWLOK OIL. 

What Is Being Hone To Develop 
Those Districts. 

Tho Now Brunswick Petroleum Com- 
pany. Limited, organized in 1899 with a 
capital of $1,000,000, to develop the oil- 
bearnig districts in Now Brunswick, is 
preparing to operate on a large scale in 
.he immediate future. Mr. ,M. Lodge, 
the secretary, informs the Olohtreil 
Star's correspondent that fourteen wells 
have already been put down, of which 
nine arc producers. Of these Wells, ten 
are in "Westmorland County, at St. 
Josephs, and four are in Albert County, 
near Hillsbo'ro, the distance between the 
two locations being about nine miles 
across country in a northwesterly direc- 
tion. The majority of these wells have 
only been sunk to the first oil sands, a 
distance of 400 to 450 feet, but two were 
sunk to the second nnd third sands, 
about 1.430 feet down. Only three of 
the wells have been torpedoed so far, 
but the balance will be shot just ns soon 
as the company is in a position to take 
care of the product. 

Two of the wells on the Westmorland 
County side of the river have been 
pumped, giving a yield of four to five 
'barrels a day. and jmilrips will also be 
applied to the wells on the Albert 
County side. 

The judications are such on the Albert 
'County side that (M>\ Lodge believes 
that after being shot the wells there will 
yield each 50 to 100 barrels a day. The 
company is preparing to e>'eet a refinery, 
and Mr. Louis ,T. Hirt, of Boston, a •well- 
known expert, is preparing tho .plans. 
The refinery will have a capacity of 400 
barrels a day. According to ' present 
plans the company will only go as-far ns 
taking oiT the lighter oils, .naphtha nnd 
benzine, and making burning and lubri- 
cating oils. 

The charter nf the New Brunswick 
Petroleum Company gives it extensive 
powers. and control of all the oil-bearing 
districts in the province, 'which it is be- 
lieved extends to other counties than 
Westmorland and Albert, in return for 
whicli the couipnnv has undertaken to 
expend not less than i$10O.000 in develop- 
ment work in the first five years of the 
"ife of its ehnrter. . Iu order to facili- 
tate the development of the property 
over such a large area, it has been pro- 
posed to organize subsidiary companies. 

The existence of o<l in ,»w Brunswick 
is not a now discovery. Thirty yenrs 
ago a company was organized and two 
wells bored near the site of the present 
operations at St. Josephs, but though 
neither of the openings wits cased or 
dynamited, nor the water pumped out, 
as much ns. 7~, barrels of oil wns ob- 
tained. Of course, the means of secur- 
ing oil now in vogue were little known 
in those days, and the work was aban-

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iMOXSTiEIt WIIIKDESS STATION. 

'Located by 'Marconi on the Shore Noar 
•Sydney, N. S. 

The most elaborate station which Sig- 
ner Marconi has yet arranged for sond- 
ing wireless telegraph messages is now 
in readiness on the sliore near the city 
of Sydney, N. B. Between Claco bay, 
iwhore the station is located, and the 
iBritis'h coast nothing intervenes to in- 
terfere with tho wonderful vibrations 
.which compose tho unspoken language 
used in the Marconi system. This was 
the reason for the selection of this site 
on 'a bleak headland which overlook* 
the Atlantic. 

Tin; most conspicuous features of it 
nre the great Bteul towers which rise 
to the height of 215 feet above tho 
ground. They aro constructed of what 
is known as bridge Steel, each con- 
sisting of four columns connected bv 
lattice work of metal and further 
strengthened by long ropes of wire t>e- 
curely anchored to the surface. 

'In the centre of tho hollow square 
'formed Iby the four towers is a long, 
low structure which is carefully guard- 
ed from inquisitive visitors 'by Watch- 
men who are on duty day and night. 
This building contains the steam en- 
gines and dynamos for producing an 
electric current, which, bv means of 
transformers, can develop SO.OOO volts. 

The engines represent 115 horse- 
power nnd are connected to what is 
lenown as an alternating current ! mn- 
chino, and will produce the electric 
spark, used for agitating the other in 
tho air. In addition, however, to this 
machinery, a quantity of other nppa- 
ratus lias been installed, the character 
of which is known only to 'Marconi and 
a few of the directors of his company. 

lit is claimed that -whan the station 
is being operated, to its full capacity, 
about 150 men will be required to re- 
ceive and send messages, nnd that it 
can transmit fully ten times as much 
business across the sen as the cable sta- 
tion on the island of Newfoundland. 

The signer will inaugurate the sta- 
tion at Glace bay, sending the lirst sum- 
mons to the other side of the Atlantic 
with his own hands. The principal 
.receiving station in Groat Britain will 
be that on tho 'Cornwall coast at Poldhu, 
which was also constructed according to 
plans prepared by the Italian scientist. 
The American plant, however, is so 
equipped that conianuiu cation can bo hold 
with any ship crossing the Atlantic which 
is equipped with the Marconi apparatus. 

If the experiments which will ho 
commenced in tho near future prove 
to be a failure, the company wi! be out 
to the extent of fully .?-_>00,000, as ex- 
peris claim that at least this amonnt 
has been expended in the erection of the 
towers, the construction of tho buildings, 
and installation of the apparatus. If it 
should prove successful, however, one 
of its most valuable features, according 
to mariners, will be the fact that it can 
give warning to all vessels approaching 
the coast which are provided with wire- 
less telegraph instruments, so that if 
they are in the midst of a fog the cap- 
tains can get an idea of their loca- 
tion. 

I The distance between Glace bay and 
iGorttwall is about 2,000 miles, niid the 
high towers are necessary to cause the 
'series of vibrations through the air this 
distance.

The foundation of the nenv work 
us on a granite ieef, covered in parts 
by a sandy bed varying from 2.50 to 15.50 
metres (8.2 feet to 11.5 feet) in depth. 
A peculiarity of the masonry lies in the 
fact that it is constructed of small stones 
instead of the massive blocks usual iu 
work executed by the Trinity corpora- 
tion. This procedure was largely due to 
the fact that the revenues appropriated 
by the service of the .French lights and 
buoys department is so small that it 
has been necessary for the engineers to 
exercise the utmost economy in the de- 
tails of their design. Up to a height 
o. 3 metres (!).S4 feet); the tower has' 
the form of a truncated cone, 10 
metres (52.5 -feet) in the diameter' 
at tho base nnd battered nt 1 iu 30. The 
hollow centre of the tower is uniformly 
5 (metres (10.4 feet) in diameter froiii 
base to crown, and is provided with a 
stairway secured to the wnll, the steps, 
which are 300 in number, heing 31.5 
inches wide. The ninsonrv of tho base 
up to the 12-metres (39,4-foot) level is 
of Britanny granite from the quarries 
of Kersnnton, nt which level is com- 
menced the shaft of the tower proper, 
Which rises to a height of 00 metres 
(210.5 feet). The diameter of this tower 
at the 12-tnetre level is 11.40 metre 
(87.4 feet), and it tapers down to 7 
metres (22.90 feet) nt its summit. Tho 
whole externa! wall of this shaft is 
(faced with Korsanton granite supplied 
in small blocks, which have in conse- 
iquenco .been flirted and placed with 
great ease. At the top of the tower is 
a platform of ferro-concrete, supporting 
the' .sleeping-room of the attendants. A 
cornice supported by a series of sixteen 
small arches complete tho tower below 
the lantern, and adds much to the arch- 
itectural effect. The platform over the 
cornice is corbelled out for a distance 
of 1.5 metres (4.92 feet), nnd is pro- 
tected by n granite parapet nffording 
a passage of 1 metro (3.28 feet) wide 
around the base of the lantern. This 
passage leads to the masonry block in 
which is lodged a spiral stairway, giving 
nccess to the lenses. The base of tho 
optical apparatus is fixed at a level of 
70 metres (229.7 feet), where it rests 
on a system of iron beams. The wall 
is, however, carried up in granite for 
another 5 metres, and (supports at this 
level tho base of tho lantern proper. 
The latter is of the usual type, but, 
it may be added, thnt the foot of the 
lightning conductor in which it ter- 
minates is not less than 82 metres (200 
feet) nbove tho base of the tower. As al- 
ready mentioned, the masonry is in part 
of Iversanton granite, which had to bo 
conveyed to the site of the tower iu 
ibonts. This transport could be made 
in fine weather only, and had to be 
Stopped in winter. The small size of 
the stones used was, therefore, a great 
advantage. The rest of the tower is 
also oj granite, but too stone in this 
caso was quarried in l'lle Vierge itself. 
Tho total cost, cnart from the optical 
plant, has not exceeded 300,000 francs, 
which is very low, considering that tho 
tower was built on an islet difficult of 
nccess, to which much of the material 
1 had to be transported in boats and 
discharged under considerably difficul- 
ties at tho site of the works, and that 
the work had to be stopped during win- 
ter. ,i,

MEXICO AND DOTTED STATES. 

Paper Kead on Boundary Survey Be- 
tween Them. . 
1 

In a paper recently read beforo tho 
Engineers' club, Philadelphia, Professor 
O. C. S. Carter gives some particulars of 
the remarkable survey curried out in 
the American desert during the years- 
1800 to 1803 by a commission for the 
delimitation of the boundary betweeu the 
United States and Mexico. This boun- 
dary iiad been very inadequately marked 
out in 1848. The monuments by which 
it was marked were piles of stones, 
which were erected generally 30 miles 
apart, though in one case the distance 
was 101 miles. It was further believed 
that squatters and miners in the locality, 
shitted these landmarks on occasion, ac- 
cording as they) desired their claims to 
be within the jurisdiction of -Mexico or 
the United States. One '.own, that of 
Nogales, was built right on the boundary 
In one case a street was formed 
along this line wholly within Mexican 
territory, and houses built along it with, 
their front walls iu Mexican territory, 
and the rest in that of the United 
'States. This led to systematic evasiun 
of the customs laws. The .same saloon 
nt one bar was able to supply Mexican 
cigars free of duty, and at the other, 
United 'States whiskeys or beers. Boun- 
dary disputes, though trivial, were fre J 
queut, and to put an end to them it was 
agreed between the two i governments 
concerned to re-murk the line with 208 
monuments either of solid stone or Hon 
to be placed not less than S00 metres 
apart. The iron monuments uselT 
weighed aboat 500 lbs., and iu some cases 
were made in sections so as to be fitte'dl 
for transport by mule back. The region: 
traversed included the Yuma and Color-, 
ado deserts, in which the average rain- 
fall does not exceed 2 in. to 3 in. pen' 
annum, and where a temperature of 128 
dog. Falir. in the shade' lias been ollh 
cially reported. The highest tempera- 
ture in the sun has not yet been regis- 
tered, as the instruments supplied to 
the commission had not a sufficiently ex- 
tendi i scale. In other parts the line 
pass.s through alkali 'wastes. iXlie rain- 
fall .iere is greater, averaging 8 in; per 
annum, but the water is strongly alka- 
line, and therefore unwholesome. Tho 
luck of water was iu fact the main trou- 
ble experienced during the survey. In 
a, course of TOO miles between tho Ric 
Grande and the Pacific, but live per^ 
manent streams were crossed. The towns 
are few in number, and apart from a 
few settlements within 20 miles of tho 
(boundary line, the country is practically 
uninhabited. The natural roads are. 
nevertheless, very good, with the excep- 
tion of certain sandy stretches in fho 
desert anil the rough passes through the 
mountains. The highest poiut ou the 
boundary lino is nt the summit of tho 
San Luis Kango, which is 11,000 ft. above 
sea level. In crossing the desert there 
wevo frequent instances of mirage. In 
one case a city with all its buildings 
turned out to he merely a number of. 
large boulders. In other cases beauti- 
ful timbered lakes were seen with trees 
and other objects reflected in the water, 
whilst amongst the other effects noted 
was the distortion and magnificat ion of 
animals. A jack rabbit would thus loom 
up as largo as n cow, whilst occasional- 
ly the , legs of rnimnls would be so 
lengthened in appearance thnt they 
seemed to be mounted on stilts many 
feet high. The entire survey lasted 
three years, nnd cost .f225,000. Thfl 
party was accompanied by competent 
biologists nud meteorologists, who made 
extensive collections. ' 4

That to Be One of the Marvelous Works 
oi' .Electricity.

"Will the power of Niagara Falls he 
turned to the manufacture of diamonds? 
This is a question which is seriously 
treated in an expert" report from the 
•Census Office on t lie history and uses of 
electricity (luring the decade just passed. 
In view of the marvels which have aL- 
Teudy been accomplished, this, in the 
opinion of the special expert, Thomas C. 
Martin, is only a question of time. 

•In the modern electric furnaces, where 
an almost Incredible degree of heat is 
generated, diamond dust has been pro- 
duced. "The steps leading to the manu- 
facture of the larger crystals," says Mr. 
'Martin, "are but sequential." Niagara 
Fails is the location which naturally sug- 
gests itself for the diamond factory, on 
.account of the great electric dynamos 
which the Falls now operate. They have 
a capacity of 10,000 horse power, and 
are capable of generating a current of 
•22,000 volts; and this at no very great 
expense, 

.A great French chemist has employed 
the electric arc in making diamonds, and 
has made' further progress in this line 
than any contemporary. /As early as 
1690 he had succeeded in securing min- 
ute fragmentary crystals of true dia- 
mond formation, by the sudden cooling 
of molten iron saturated with carbon. 
Tile liquid iron was plunged into mercury 
or lead. Incidentally he discovered that 
graphite could toe made artificially from 
charcoal, by heating it in the current of 
the electric arc. This discovery has been 
made of g rent commercial and practical 
value iti this country by E. F. Acbeson, 
•who has established a factory near Buf- 
falo, where he makes thousands of 
pounds of "load-pencil filling." The gra- 
phite which he makes is of even better 
quality than that which is mined from 
the earth, and is used also for metal- 
lurgical work,, electrodes, rheostats, and 
such articles. Ordinary coke is the basis* 
of his product. The process is covered by 
patents, which give a practical mono- 
poly. . ..

■Rev. K. Baba Yooseph, a Persian mis- 
sionary 'who has been studying in Can- 
ada to lit himself for the work among 
bis countrymen, the majority of whom 
are followers of Islam, gave a lecture oi 
"Persian Home Iiifo and Marriage Cus 
toms" at .lames Bay Methodist church 
last night. He said: 

There were two classes in iPersia— the 
landlords and the tillers of the- soil, 
the former were only two per cent, of 
the population, but they owned all the 
land. The distinction between the ell 
ses was very marked, the landlords be- 
ing very rich and the farmers v 
poor. The former got two-thirds of the 
produce of 'the land merely as rent, the 
farmers getting the other third and hav- 
ing to provide their own seed, cattle, im- 
plements and labor. Consequently the 
upper classes getting riches easily .were 
very extravagant. They spent their 
money lavishly, wore line clothes, kept 
troops of servants, lived In fine houses 
of cut stone and with beautiful furnish- 
ings. The poor lived in bouses of dried 
bricks or mud. There was no lack of 
stoves in I'ersia, but the ]K)or could not 
afford them. A hole in the centre of 
the floor was used instead, the smoke 
escaping by several small windows in 
the roof. The fuel burned was dry 
manure. Naturally the smoke arising 
is of a foul nature and troublesome to 
the inmates; it was a fruitful souce of 
blindness. The only means of traveling 
was by walking' or riding. On horse- 
black both sexes rode in the masculine 
fashion, side-saddles being unknown. 
Once the lecturer overheard several Mo- 
hammedan young men on the street dis- 
cussing a young lady missionary who 
was riding past, using of course a side- 
saddle. At last one summed up their 
feelings by remarking. ''Well's, she is 
very nice looking, but Tin so sorry she 
has only one leg." The women being 
kept in strict seclusion there was no 
nocial intercourse between tho sexes. 
Therefore, when a young man (usually 
at the age of IS or 20) desired to get 
married he informed his father of his 
wishes. The parent immediately made 
arrangements with the head of another 
family who had a girl , of marriageable 
age. The young lady "herself had no 
voice in the matter. The wedding cake 
was then made, and the trousseau 
bought. The prospective husband's fath- 
er Toots the bills for the latter. On the 
wedding day 40 or 50 young men escort 
her to her future husband's residence. 
There the marriage ceremony is per- 
formed, it merely consisting of the sign- 
ing by the groom, before the Mullah or 
priest, of a contract which reads after 
this fashion:: "If ever I send you away, 
or if I divorce you, I agree to pay you 
(amount agreed upon) of alimony." After 
tho ceremony comes the marriage feast, 
to which all the sundry are welcome 
without invitation. This lasts seven days 
among the richer classes and three with 
the poorer. When tho guests are all 
gone, tho groom, who has never seen 
the face of his bride, proceeds to get 
acquainted. Then, or at any timo after, 
if he is not satisfied he can pay her her 
alimony] and tell her to go. 

Tho reason for the low position wo-' 
man occupied in 'Mohammedan social life 
was, that as sin came into the world 
through the first woman's disobedience 
the Koran taught she should be kept in 
strict subjection to prevent; her doing 
further mischief. At every stage or 
her life she is kept down. The birth of 
a girl in a Mohammedan home is an un- 
welcome event. They are so ashamed 
of it -they never mention it to their 
friends. .But should it bo a boy, a big 
feast is made, with no end of ;uss. In 
girlhood she is left in the densest ignor- 
ance. There are no schools for girls. 
The Mohammedans believe the best way 
to keep women in subjection is to keep 
her uneducated. Some even are of 
opinion that she cannot learn. In her 
wifehood she may be whipped and 
beaten, and the practice of polygamy 
still further degrades her. The Koran 
allows each man four wives, but this 
rule is not strictly adhered to. The 
Shah of Persia has 03 wives, and the 
Sultan of Turkey 305. Among t he poor 
classes she is a servant and a slave. 
She is not allowed to sit at table witli 
the men, nor speak above a whisper in 
their presence. In her old age she Is 
not 'protected, nor her death regretted. 
The spread of Christianity, the speaker 
thought, was the only cure for this state 
of affairs, and exhorted his (hearers to 
always remember with pitying heart and 
liberal hand their downtrodden sisters 
in Mohammedan lands. 

'Mr. Yooseph will deliver the same 
lecture this evening at the Centennial 
Methodist church, lie has a line pres- 
ence on the platform. . .His command of 
English words is wonderfully varied and 
his delivery lineal', but his' articulation 
is not so good. As he says himself, his 
vocal organs were too long accustomed 
to a Semitic language to get easily 
around the rough edges of English.

"Every ono knows, either from ex- 
perience or hearsay, that the cab ser- 
vice in •London is the best and cheap- 
est in the world, but few of us know 
why.

An ap- 
plicant must furnish the most satis- 
factory proofs of his honesty when be 
files Ins application at Scotland yard, 
and his references are carefully veri- 
fied. Then he undergoes such a rigid 
examination as to his knowledge of 
the streets and localities that but little 
more than half the candidates man- 
age to pull through it. Those who do 
are then tested as to their ability to 
drive through tho . crowded thoroutf- 
fares, the test being a practical one. 
witli tin inspector of police, who is 
himself an expert driver, seated by the 
side of the would-be Jehu as he threads 
his way through the jam. Probably 20 
'percent of the applicants come to grief 
during this test, and the slightest in- 
fraction of tho rules of the road, or 
the exercise of bad judgment in icon- 
rrn'.ling or guiding his horse, menns ab- 
solute failure. If successful, the eppli- 
cniit is impressed with the importance 
of returning all articles left in bis cab 
to headquarters without dolny. and 
told that an attempt to make excessive 
charges means the forfeiture of his li- 
cense. The result is comparative safe- 
ty to the passengers in cabs, and 
reasonable certainty that there will be 
no attempt upon the 'cabby 
overcharge his fare."

hands were on their feet, and so remain- 
ed throughout tho match. 

Not only this, but the overflow from 
tho grand stand filled up all the avail- 
able space' in the field and finally en- 
croached on the diamond. IA! line of 
ropes had been run well outside the 
diamond, hut this was brushed aside and 
the outfielders .were simply* lost in the 
crowd. The second base man was scarce- 
ly more fortunate. The Seattle boys 
were out to win, and with the players 
surrounded as they were by a crowd if 
was en easy matter for their admirers 
to simply prevent Butte from .fielding at 
all.'

Details of the Horrible Calamity 
Which Befel One of the 
Benin Islands. 



Village Completely Enveloped 
by Eruption — Not a 
Vestige of Life. 
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The steamer Tacouia, which arrived on 
Sunday from the Orient, brought fall 
details of the terrible destruction by 
tile eruption which wiped out Torishema, 
one of tlie Bonea islands. Although, 
'before the convulsion, tbm-e ."were 120 
Japanese on the islnnd, when the gov- 
ernment search party made its observa- 
tions tliero was not a sign of any liv- 
ing tiling to be found on the. island. 
\\ itu the exception o': about one-tenth 
of its area the whole island is devastat- 
ed— covered with rocks, ashes and lava 
—and the volcano is still in a state of 
active eruption. The small section re- 
maining intact is on the Western coast, 
the Northern, Southern and 'Eastern 
Shores being completely covered with 
ojcctniuenta. It was at the little oasis 
cm tketWest that the party lauded. So 
far an can 'bo gathered from their ac- 
count, what iiappened resembled the 
liandni-sau eruption on n larger settle. 
The whole of the upper part of the 
'mountain — Komachi-ynmh — was torn oil 
by tho violence of tlie disruptive force 
and hurled o^own upon tlie low-lands. It 
was as if immense liakes had been sud- 
denly stripped from the outer faces of 
tlie crater and precipitated through 
the air, burying every tiling under a 
mass of rocks, earth and lava. Tho 
expedition was accompanied by Profes- 
sors Tauakatate and Omori. These gen- 
tlemen, accompanied by some students, 
announced their intention of making the 
ascent first, and erecting a llag at the 
top of the mountain should it seem safe 
for the rest to come up. Tlie moun- 
tain they undertook to ascend was not 
the principal volcano,. Komochi-yauia, 
but a secondary peak', called Tsukiyo- 
yania, from whence a clear view of 
Komochi-yama would, it was ^ thought, 
he obtainable. Tho Hag having been 
duly displayed, the rest of the party 
undertook the ascent, dividing into two 
bands. jlf. 

Much difficulty was experienced in ef- 
fecting a lauding, Meiji-urn, tlie only 
available approach, being; 'quite unfitted 
for the purpose. Provision of a canoe 
had, however, heen made at Hachioji; 
ma, and 'by menus of this the landing 
, y«S mnde, 'J}i lG height to" bo cllmWt 
wis not more than 120 or 130 feet, but 
as it was necessary to creep up almost 
perpendicular blocks of lava tlie task 
proved very arduous, especially as the 
lava was still hot and tho sun beat 
down with great force. Tho only traces 
or suggestions of life were a grass-cut- 
ter's sickle and a solitary kite circling 
overhead. Sounds of thunder were con- 
stantly proceeding from tho mountain 
and tlie crater belched forth vast vol- 
umes of smoke. The party then made 
their way with mack didiculty along the 
shore in a northerly direction. tAt diyoi- 
iu'ji they passed a place where n pas- 
ture-land had existed. There the car- 
cases of two oxen were observed. They 
were torn almost; to fragments, tho tails 
alone remaining intact. There too it was 
found that a new bay had 'beeu formed 
extending about 200 yards into the is- 
land and measuring 100 yards across. 
From the sea at this place a sulphurous 
spring was bubbling up. It was here 
that the ipeople of the Hyogo Maru, 
when on her last visit, had thought there 
might be some possibility of human 'be- 
ings having taken refuge, 'but one look 
at the bay with its precipitous lava- 
strewn sides and the sea boiling fiercely! 
dispelled all hope. 

The party succeeded in making their 
way round tlie whole island. Arriving 
tit the place where formerly had stood 
the hamlet of Tamaoki, with its hundred 
and twenty inhabitants, its school and 
its hospital, not the smallest trace of 
nil these tilings was to he seen. 'Whether 
the village and its foundations had been 
hurled {bodily into tho sea, or whether 
tlie whole had been buried deep under 
an avalanche of rocks, mud and lava, it 
was impossible to discover. Tlie party 
which included thirteen relatives of the 
unfortunate inhabitants of Tamaoki, had 
come provided with implements for mak- 
ing excavations. But Mr. Ariyoshi, 
councillor of the Home Department, the 
principal official present, pointed out that 
under the circumstances it seemed hope- 
less to attempt anything. If, however, 
the relatives desired that an effort should 
be made, digging would bo undertaken 
at any desired point. 

A representative of the relatives, 
whoso 'horror is described in movinir 
terms by tho correspondents that ac- 
companied the expedition, replied that 
they were grateful for the solicitude 
shown toy the Emperor and the govern- 
ment. They had hoped to carrv back 
some relic of the lost ones, if only d 
garment or a lock of hair, but they saw 
plainly that nothing of the kind' was 
possible. It is now stated that symp- 
toms of the coming disaster were ob- 
served as early as last IMarch; such as 
greatly increased temperature of the hot 
springs, withering of the leaves ou 
cherry trees and other unusual pheno- 
mena. The recouriter of these things 13 
a man who claims to have urged ' the 
inhabitants to adopt some precautions 
long before the catastrophe occurred. 
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BOUNDARY LINE SURVEr. 

Mr. J. W. Macoun Has Returned to Ottawa 
From British Columbia. 

Mr. ,T. M. Mncoun, the naturalist of the 
International boundary commission, is back 
at the Dominion capital, and the Ottuva 
Citizen says of the season's work tliat 
when It whs decided to re-surrey the 
■boundary between British Columbia and 
the. United States, Mr. King, the boundary 
commissioner, arranged to have the geology 
and natural history of Southern British 
Columbia studied nnd reported upon, and 
■before the work was begun last year, Dr. 
It. A. Daly was appointed geologist and Mr. 
Macoun naturnllst to the commission. Mr. 
Macoun reports a successful summer so far 
as his work Is concerned, and all the Ot- 
tawa menvbers of the party In good health 
when he left the Hold. 

The work of locating the boundary Is In 
charge of Mr. W. P. O'Hara, who is assist- 
ed In the field by Mr. James Bates, of the 
Dominion lands branch; and the other Ot- 
tawa men with the party are Oeoffry 
0'ITara. Tom Davis, G. Qulnn nnd W. Sle- 
wed. Dr. Daly nnd Mr. Macoun with their 
assistants wore attached to Mr. O'Hara's 
party, and their headquarters during the 
sninmer was Mr. O'Hara's main camp. 
Mr. Macoun snys that the exceptional 
facilities afforded him nnd Dr. Daly by the 
arrangement under which they have worked 
during the past two seasons make It pos- 
sible for them to do far more work than 
could be accomplished by any other means. 
Three, or four years more will bo required 
to do the work. 

The country In which Mr. O'Hara Is 
working this year Is very rough and moun- 
tainous, and great difficulty has been ex- 
perienced in moving from point to point, 
•but good progress has been made. At this 
scn«on forest dreg are frequent, and as Mr. 
HJrra'a ■survey Is a photographic one, 
smoke has been a serious cause of delay. 
When Mr. Macoun left his camp, heavy 
rains bad dispersed the smoke, and survey- 
ing work could progress rapidly. The sum- 
mer In Southern British Columlda has been 
n very hot one. 105 degree's la the shade 
ilielng common In August, and 110 degrees 
was reached one day. (Tame and fish were 
both scarce in the region traversed by the 
party, but the remainder of the season will 
Hie spent In a district where both deer and 
grouse are abundant. 

As a result of Mr. Mncoun's work, many 
new species of nlants have been added to 
the collection nt the geological museum, 
and severe! birds and small mammals not 
known to occur In Canada were secured.
